For a WEDDING PRESENT

Tho Mayor Will Give Rome Opin-
ions to the Conncil To-Morr-

ov.

Calls Attention to tho Necessity of a
Fcsthouse The Administra-

tion of Finances.

Mayor Denny will submit hia annual mes-
sage to the Council at its meeting to-morr- ow

right. With it will be submitted the
annual reports of the heads of departments,
all of which have now been filed with the
Mayor. As the present-administratio- n has
been In power tut a few months, the mes-
sage will be brief and chiefly covering the
period clnce the election. The conditions of
th different department prior to that time
vlll be submitted in the reports of the de-

partments. Several questions that have
arisen since the date of the annual reports,
all of which are dated as of Jan. 1. will re-
ceive special mention in the Mayor's mes-
sage, and brought to the attention of the
city legislature In this way.

Among the matters which have arisen
since the completion of the reports and
which will be especially referred to by the
chief executive, is the recent change made
In the specifications for asphalt pavements.
The message wUl set forth in full the
changes made and give the reasons for mak-
ing them. During the agitation as to the
comparative merits of the different asphalt
productions three companies have appeared,
each claiming to have tho superior asphalt,
and undr these conditions it was deemed
Inadvisable to bind the city to any partic-
ular product. The new rules under which
appointments in the Department of Safety
are made will also receive the considera-
tion of the Mayor. These rules have betn
adopted and have taken effect since the re-
port of the department was submitted. In
lhia connection the attention of the Coun-
cil will also le called to the adoption of
th crvil-servl- ce rules as adopted by the
cabinet at its last meeting. The message
will also call attention to the enforcement
of the saloon and gambling laws under thepresent administration. The Mayor Is well
pleased with the tlrm stand of the Board
of Public Safety In regard to the enforce-
ment of th?s3 laws, and his message will
commend it for Its determined effort and
success in this respect.

In the Department of Public Health he
will call the attention of the Council to the
Tiecd of a hospital for fnfectloua diseases,
and the efforts of the Board of Health to
co-oper- ate with the County Commissioners
in the erection of a suitable building on
city property by the commissioners, the
building to be furnished and maintained
by the city. The presence of smallpox in
Chicago will be noti and the pressing nedof a pest houjo in case the disease should
b Imported from that city will be urged
upon the Council.

In speaking of the presence of the dis-
ease in Chicago, the Mayor said yesterday
that, belcsr so close. It was not improbable
that the disease might be brought to this
city, and were It to break out here now it
would cost the city thousands of dollars
In the loss of trade and in intercouse with
other cities. In their action In this re-
spect the County Commissioners seem to
be following an Idea that has cropped out
several times in their administration of af-
fairs In which the city U Interested Jointly
with the county. They seem to proceed
upon the theory that the. city forms no
part of the county. As a 'matter of fact,
the city should be entitled to the greater
consideration In the county affairs, both
from the population and valuation of prop-
erty. The continued refusal of the com-
missioners to Join the city in any project
In which the city Is interested has caused
the Impression to gain ground that they
are making all possible use of their offlct
for political purposes. It Is said the com
mlssloners wish to put upon the city th
expense of all Improvements In which bot&
county and city are Jointly interested fur
a double political purpose. By refusing t&
bear the expense justly chargeable to th
county In these Improvements the commis-
sioners hope to be able to point to an
economical administration of affairs for the
county under the Democratic ring and to
Increase the expense of the city adminisy-a-tio- n

to a point where they can point to it
as extravagance. The Mayor in his message
will urge 'that Immediate action be taken
to provide a pesthouse. Dr. Stilson has a
plan of retaliation which the health board
will probably adopt against the county In
case it doe3 not bear it3 proportion of theexpense of providing a pesthouse and in
case smallpox or any other infectious dis-
ease should break out in the city. The city
Will be quarantined completely and farni-er- s

and residents of the county outside the
city will not be permitted to enter and thecounty will be compelled to care for suchpersons affected by the disease.

The garbage question will also be noticedby the Mayor. He will not pro at length into
the consideration of this question, as It Is
now receiving the consideration of the
health and works boards and will probably
be adjusted by them.

The bulk of the message will treat of the
financial situation. The city charter ex--
fressly provides that the Mayor shall, ateach year, call the attention or
the Council to the city llmrncea. This year
the Mayor Is enabled to make a good show-ing to the Council. He will call its atten-
tion to the saving to the city by the recent
aale of the funding bonds defaulted lastJuly. The sale to the city over the at-
tempted sale of last July at 41i per cent,
and par will amount during- - the entire pe-
riod of the bonds to $100,187.50. There are
$300,000 In bonds of series "D" which be-
come due next July, and in case tho city
succeeds) In selling these at the same ad-vantageous rate of those sold last week
It will result in an annual saving --to theCity .of J33.133.50.

VEHICLE TAX A3IE.DMEST.
Mayor Will Veto It on. Account of

Tiunglcsome Wording:.
; Mayor Denny, yesterday, had under con-
sideration the vehicle ordinance as amended
at the last meeting of the Council. The
ordinance, as amended, will be vetoed by
him on account of the bunglesome wording
of the amendment to the amend-
ment. This Is the amendment in-
troduced by P. J. Ryan for Councilman
O'Brien, and is the clausa exempting the
vehicles owned and operated by charitable
and benevolent institutions from the tax.
The objection Is not to the intent of the

. amendment but to the wording. It waa in- -
troduced at the last meeting by Mr. Ryan,
who insisted that it be at once incorporated
la the ordinance. As Introduced, there was
ro requirement as to how the vehicles ex-
empted by the ordinance should be desig-
nated. This was changed by the addition
of a few words and the amendment Incor-
porated at once as a part of the proposed
amendment to the ordinance. In the un-
seemly hurry this amendment to the amend-
ment, which wad in the nature of a pro-
viso to be added to Section 1 of the ordi-
nance, was sandwiched in the middle of the

ection preceding the enumeration instead
f following it. Section 1. as amended,

reads: 'Section 1. Be It ordained by the
Commcn Council of the city of Indianapolis,

INCREASED THE VALUE

A Bur Benefit to the Property Was
the .Meek-Stre- et Improvement.

The Claim Set Forth in Reply to Wayne
.MacVcajrlYs Suit in the Feder-

al Court.

The J leek-stre- et Improvement case had
another inning in the federal court yester-
day, when W. V. Rooker, attorney for Bev-
erly Torter, the contractor, filed the latters
answer and demurrer to the amended bill
of the plaintiffs, "Wayne MacYea gh and
others. The plaintiffs, It will be recalled,
are seeking to enjoin the collection of some
12,000 costs for improving the roadway In
front of their property on Meek street. The
contractor claims that the improvement in-

creases the value of their property $3,000, so,
according to that, they would be $3,000

ahead after paying the contractor.
In the demurrer, the contractor holds

that according to plaintiffs' own bill they
are not entitled to the injunction. - The ad-
ministrator of th? Uobbs estate, he claims,
is a necessary party to the suit, but has
not been made so. The plaintiffs, he says,
have joined in their amended bill distinct
matters which under the law ought not to
be Joined in the same bill; namely, the in-
validity of a certain contract marie by and
between the respondents, the city and the
contractor, and the charge that on account
of the work not being done according to
contract he should not bo paid for it.

Mr. Porter further claims that after re-
monstrating before the Board of Public
Works against the Improvement, the plaint-
iffs did not appeal from the action of the
board when the remonstrance was over-
ruled, which right Is guaranteed to them
by the laws of the State.
